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PREFACE 


This Statistical Summary is the second of the series published by the 
Bureau of Census and Statistics and contains statistics relating to the Northern 
Territory most of which have been available in the past in various publications of 
the Bureau. 


The material included in this issue covers generally the same ground as 
that presented in 1960. Some additional tables have been included, however, namely, 
Nos. 23, Fishing and Pearling, 29, Factory Statistics, 34 to 37, Oversea Trade, 43, 
Motor Vehicle Licences and Gross Revenue, 47, Sales Tax, 56, Unemployment, Sickness 
and Special Benefits, 57, Maternity Allowances, and 61, Cases Tried and Convictions 
in Magistrates’ and Judges’ Courts. A chronological table of the principal events 
in the history of the Territory has also been included. 


A price list of the Bureau's printed publications is included in this 
summary and copies of publications listed may be purchased at the Darwin Office of 
the Bureau. 


Printed publications in limited numbers are usually supplied free to 
Government Departments, and other public bodies. Copies are available to other 
enquirers according to the price list mentioned above.

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CHRONOLOGICAL TABLE 


PART I - EARLY HISTORY (1623 — 1862) 


First known Buropean contact with coast by the Dutch ship Arnhem, which gave 
its name to Arnhem Land. 


Abel Tasman surveyed the coast of the Gulf of Carpentaria and named a number 
of features including Groote bBylandt. 


Matthew Flinders charted part of the coastline to a limited extent. Found 
Malays collecting beche-de-mer on the coast of Arnhem Land. 


Port Essington discovered by Captain Phillip Parker King, while surveying the 
northern coast of Australia. 


Captain J.o.G, Bremer landed at Port Essington and took possession of the 
northern coast of Australia between 129° and 135° E, Longitude. A settle- 
ment was established at Fort Dundas. 


Northern Territory incorporated in New South Wales. 


Unsatisfactory reports on Fort Dundas led to establishment of an alternative 
settlement at Raffles Bay. 


Fort Dundas and Raffles Bay settlements abandoned. 

Port Essington settiement established. 

Commander J.C. Wickham and Lieutenant J.L. Stokes continued the charting of 
the coastline. Port Darwin, the Adelaide and Victoria Rivers were discovered 


and surveyed. 


Port Essington struck by severe hurricane. 


Tho explorer Ludwig Leichhardt reached Port Essington on 17th December, 1845, 
after the first overland journey from Moreton Bay (Brisbane). 


Because little use was made of it by traders, Port Essington abandoned, the 
vuildings destroyed and the settlers removed to Sydney. 


A.C. Gregory explored the Victoria River and, from there, in the following 
year, crossed the continent to Port Curtis in Queensland. 


Jolin McDouall Stuart, in an attempt to cross the continent from South to 
North, reached centre of continent and named Central Mount Sturt - subse- 
quently changed to Central Mount Stuart. 

Stuart reached Chambers Bay, after a journey from South Australia of nearly 
nine months. The success of this journey resulted in the people of South 
Australia becoming greatly interested in the North. 
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PART II — UNDER CONTROL OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA (186 3~1910) 


1863 South Australia secured annexation of Northern Territory by Letters Patent. 


1864 - Sales of north coast land took place simultaneously in Adelaide and London, 
the land to be surveyed within five years of purchase. To carry out the 
survey Boyle Travers Finniss, the first Government Resident, arrived at 
Adam Bay at the estuary of the Adelaide River in the "Henry Ellis". Reports 
of dissatisfaction reached Adelaide and Finniss was recalled. 


1866 J.T. Manton who had succeeded Finniss ordered to abandon the settlement and 
return to Adelaide. 


1869 Palmerston (Port Darwin) selected as site for the chief town. G.W. Goyder 
made Government Resident. 


1870 Commencement of transcontinental telegraph from Adelaide to Darwin to join 
the cable from Singapore. 
Inspector Paul Foelsche arrived at Palmerston with five mounted constables 
to establish a police force. 
Doctor J. Stokes Milner who had been acting as Government Resident replaced 
by Captain Bloomfield Douglas. 


1871 Redwater disease introduced by the importation of Brahma cattle from 
Batavia. 
Following the discovery of a gorge, later to be known as Heavitree Gap, 
the name of Alice Springs was given to a nearby grassed plateau basin 
containing a pool of water. 


1872 Completion of transcontinental telegraph line linking Australia with Asia 


and Burope. 
Payable gold struck in the Pine Creek area. 


1873 Doctor J. Stokes Milner who had been acting again as Government Resident 
replaced by G.B. Scott. 
First newspaper "Northern Territory Times" published. 


1874 Recruitment of two hundred Chinese in Singapore to relieve labour shortage 
marked the beginning of extensive Chinese immigration. They were engaged 
in vegetable and fruit growing, fishing and mining, being particularly 
successful at the goldfields at Margaret River in 1880. 


1876 In order to accelerate development of the Northern Territory, the South 
Australian Government proposed the formation of a Japanese settlement. 
Agreement was almost reached when the Japanese abandoned the plan. 

E.W. Price became Government Resident. 


1877 First school in Northern Territory opened at Palmerston with an enrolment 
of 34 pupils. 
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Work commenced on the southern end of a proposed transcontinental railway 
line to follow the route of the overland telegraph. 


Beginning of a decade of progress in cattle industry. Large properties 
established on the good pastures and permanent waters of the Barkly Table- 
land. Export trade in live cattle established with Eastern countries. 
Redwater disease infected overland cattle south of the Adelaide River. 
Rich strike of copper at Daly River. 

Pearl-shell discovered in abundance in waters of Port Darwin. 

G@.R. McMinn who had been acting as Government Resident replaced by 


Jl. Parsons. 


Work commenced on the Palmerston-Pine Creek railway. Completed in 1889. 


Town site of Stuart (now Alice Springs) gazetted. 


South Australian Government conferred parliamentary franchise on the 
Northern Territory by including the Territory in the South Australian 
electorate of Grey. 

J.G. Knight became Government Resident. 


C.J. Dashwood made Government Resident. 
First of the Aboriginal Reserves created. 


Redwater disease caused the quarantining of the entire Northern Territory 
cattle population. 

A severe cyclone struck Palmerston causing great damage. A rainfall of 
11.67 inches was recorded for the 7th January. 


Territory residents continued to be included in the electorate of Grey 
thus having representation in the Commonwealth Parliament. 


C.E. Herbert appointed as Government Resident. 
Dutton and Aunger crossed Australia from Adelaide to Darwin by motor car. 


Firot publication of the Northern Territory classic “We of the Never— 
Never", by Mrs. Aeneas Gunn. 


S.J. Mitchell appointed Government Resident and later acted as Admin- 
istrator. 
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PART III -- UNDER CONTROL OF THE COMMONWEALTH (FROM 1911) 


The Northern Territory Acceptance Act (No. 20 of 1910) provided for the 
formal transfer of the Northern Territory to the Commonwealth of Australia 
as from ist January, 1911. Under the Northern Territory Administration 
Act the system of administration was changed and an Administrator with a 
staff of nine senior officials was appointed. 


Name of principal town changed from Palmerston to Darwin. 
All parliamentary franchises revoked. 


The establishment of experimental farms recommended by Mr. W.S. Campbell, 
ex—Director of Agriculture for New South Wales. Farms established at 
Batchelor and Daly River. A new system of leases for pastoral, agricultural 
and town lands was introduced. 


JA. Gilruth appointed Administrator. 
Founding of the Australian Inland Mission. 


Construction of Vestey's Meat Works commenced at Darwin. Completed in 
1917 at a cost of £900,000. 
Opening of a school at Alice Springs - attendance 25 pupils. 


Darwin Town Council created. 
Extension of railway from Pine Creek to Katherine. 


Serious labour unrest culminated in a mass demonstration against the 
Administrator outside Government House. 


Arrival at Darwin of Ross and Keith Smith from England by air. Shortly 
afterwards the first plane to cross the Continent from South to North 
arrived at Darwin from Melbourne. 

H.E. Carey who had been appointed Director during the unrest was replaced 
by M.S.C. Smith as Acting Administrator. 


Vestey's Meat Works closed after only three seasons' operations 
(70,000 cattle killed). 


Col. B.T. Leane appointed acting Administrator and later replaced by 
F.C. Urquhart as Administrator. 


Northern Territory granted representation in the House of Representatives 
(the Member to be allowed to take part in debates but only to vote ona 
motion for the disallowance of any ordinance of the Northern Territory). 


Amendments made to the system of granting leases. 


E.C. Playford became Acting Administrator. 
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1926 North Australia Act divided the Territory into two sections for 
administrative purposes and the 20th parallel of latitude was taken 
as the dividing line. The North was administered by a Government 
Resident at Darwin and the South by a similar official at Alice 
Springs. 


1927 Lieutenant-Colonel R.H. Weddell, Government Resident North Australia. 
C.A. Cawood, Government Resident, Central Australia. 


1928 Inauguration of the Flying Doctor Service, by Australian Inland Mission 
of the Presbyterian Church of Australia. First base established at 
Cloncurry, Queensland. 


1929 The Railway from Darwin to Pine Creek extended to Birdum and the 
Oodnadatta - Alice Springs railway completed. 
V.G. Carrington appointed as Government Resident, Central Australia. 


1930 Resignation of Town Council as a body in protest against the Commonwealth 
proposal to introduce adult suffrage for Municipal elections. Proposal 
not implemented. 

Amy Johnston landed at Darwin being the first woman pilot to fly from 
England to Australia. 


1931 North Australia Act repealed. 
Lieutenant-—Colonel R.H. Weddell became Administrator for the whole of 
the Territory. 


1934 Darwin airport used for first regular air service between England and 
Australia. 
Electricity first distributed generally in Darwin. 
Northern Territory Aerial Medical Service established. 


1937 Payne-Fletcher Report on Territory development submitted. 
Electricity first distributed in Alice Springs. 
Darwin Town Council abolished at its own request, and its work and 
functions taken over by the Northern Territory Administration. - 
Construction of a military barracks and air force station at Darwin. — 
C.L.A. Abbott appointed Administrator. 


1938 Commonwealth Government paid compensation to Japanese over arrest of 
lugger crews allegedly in Australian Territorial waters. 


1939 Connellan Airways founded. 
Darwin Town Management Board formed. 


1940 Commencement of Stuart and Barkly Highways - completed in 1943. 
Water first reticulated in Darwin. 


1941 Evacuation of women and children from Darwin ordered. 
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First bombing of Darwin by Japanese (19th February). 
Military Administration of Darwin. 
Water first reticulated in Alice Springs. 


Resumption of Civil Administration of Darwin. 


Commonwealth acquired an area embracing Darwin and environs under the 
Darwin Lands Acquisition Act in order to facilitate re-—planning. 
L.H.A. Giles acting Administrator replaced later that year by A.R. Driver. 


First election of the Northern Territory Legislative Council. The 
Northern Territory Administration Act (1947 provided for the constitution 
of the Council with power to make ordinances for the peace, order and good 
government of the Territory. The Council to consist of the Administrator, 
7 official members and 6 elected members. All ordinances to be submitted 
to the Administrator for assent. 


A new Darwin Town Management Board established to advise the Administrator 
on matters relating to the control, management, government and welfare of 
the town. 

5DR (now 8DR) Darwin commenced broadcasting services. 


5AL (now 8AL) Alice Springs commenced broadcasting services. 
Uranium discovered at Rum Jungle. 


School of the Air opened. 

Settlement of Darwin Town Plan leading to issue of firm leases to 
business people, etc. 

Death of John Flynn (Flynn of the Inland). 

F.J.S. Wise appointed as Administrator. 


Aerial survey of the entire Territory commenced by Bureau of Mineral 
Resources. 


Bill introduced into the Northern Territory Legislative Council to es 
citizenship rights to certain aboriginals. 

New wharf commenced at Darwin. 

Working and management of Rum Jungle handed over by CommonWealth to. 
private company - Territory Enterprises Ltd. } 
Housing Loans and Welfare Ordinances passed. 
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Visit of Her Majesty The Queen with His Royal Highness The Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

Mrs. Vladimir Petrov of the Soviet Embassy granted political asylum 

after incident at Darwin Airport. 

Rum Jungle uranium treatment plant officially opened by the Prime Minister. 


Commonwealth Government agreed to Japanese pearl fleets operating in 
Northern Australian waters.

An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given 
by the returns made under the Sales Tax Acts. With certain specified 
exemptions, all goods sold by wholesale in Australia, including imports, 
are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, as 
vendors trading only in exempt goods are not required to furnish returns. 
They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The 
effects of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values 
of taxable and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, but 
total recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient 
information is available to enable adjustments to be made to the crude 
figures on this account.
